are too few* of them. The American 
temperament seems to be particular­ 
ly well fitted to flight work. Some 
of the most daring and skilful feats 
accomplished in France are to the 
credit of the little corps of American 
fliers, and here in the United States 
our aviators are daily proving them­ 
selves as efficient as any on the bat­ 
tle-fields. But while we have two or 
three hundred skilled pilots. 
Eng­ 
land, France and Germany, even Rus­ 
sia. are turning them out literally 
in thousands. 
To Popularize F lyin g 
Tt is to btimulate public interest in 
this country in aviation and to show 
what can be done with an aeroplane 
properly handled that the transcon­ 
tinental contest will be held. Once 
such a feat has been achieved 
by 
several machines, It is hoped 
that 
distance flying will become 
more 
and mare of a commonplace in the 
United States. This will require the 
co-operation 
of the 
man on 
the 
ground with the man in the air, for 
the aeroplane cannot make a prac­ 
tice of flying across country in the 
absence of adequate 
landing 
and 
gasoline stations at frequent 
inter­ 
vals. Several such stations will have 
to be arranged, 
for, to meet 
the 
needs of the aviators who fly In the 
contest, and doubtless there will be 
competition among the cities on the 
route for the honor of being way- 
stations on this historic journey. 
When the aeroplane which made 
the record-breaking flight from New 
York to Washington recently 
was 
presented to the New Mexico Nation­ 
al Guard for use In border scouting, 
the pilots offered to fly it overland 
and turn it over to the guardsmen 
in person. After some consideration 
the scheme had to be given up be­ 
cause of the lack of landing stations 
along the way. The aero enthusiasts 
hope to see the time w*hen an inland 
town will have to provide a level 
plain suitable for landing purposes, 
with shelter for machines, just as it 
has to provide good auto roads today, 
to keep itself on the tourist map. 
B alloons (k) Out 
All this progress 
and all 
these 
plans it may be noted are based on 
the use of the heavier-than-air ma­ 
chine. Germany is in fact the only 
nation which continues to pin any 
great portion of its reliance in air 
work on the dirigible balloon, the 
motor-driven machine lighter 
than 
air. in her case the Zeppelin. All the 
belligerents are using balloons for 
observation purposes. But even Ger­ 
many has a big and effective aero­ 
plane fleet on each of her 
fronts, 
particularly the western. What ex­ 
perience the war has brought seems 
to Justify the course 
of those na­ 
tions which stick to the aeroplane. 
When the war began, the relative 
efficiency of the various types of 
craft built to navigate 
the atmos­ 
phere was pretty much a matter of 
theory. Some people believed 
that 
one aeroplane could dash another to 
the earth simply by swooping over 
and in front of it. so that the a n ­ 
gust from the propeller 
of the a t­ 
tacking machine could catch the en­ 
emy and hurl him down. Nobody be­ 
lieved that an aeroplane would stand 
much shell or shrapnel fire. It was 
pointed out particularly that the pro­ 
peller of an aeroplane, made of wood 
and revolving as it does at such a 
tremendous speed as to appear like 
nothing but a tremulous haze, was a 
particularly vulnerable point. It was 
predicted that a rifle or 
shrapnel 
ball striking the 
flying 
propeller 
would cause it to fly to pieces. 
The aeroplane has proved stable 
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beyond all expectations. A rifle-ball 
striking the propeller does nothing 
but make a hold in one of the blades. 
The machine can weather almost any 
number of hits in the wings and 
body so long as no “ vital” spot is 
struck— such as the motor, the gas 
tank, or the aviator himself. More­ 
over, 4ven when the engine stops as 
a result of some shot that finds its 
mark, the pilot can often succeed 
in volplaning back into his own lines. 
The high speed of the aeroplane, the 
erratic course it can take, the rapid 
shifts of altitude that are possible 
when necessary, combine to make it 
a poor mark for shell-fire. Some of 
the light scouting planes make 1 2 0 
and 130 guiles an hour. None of the 
belligerents has succeeded in hamp­ 
ering the enemy’s air reconaissance 
service seriously. 
Great Tarrier 
All this is to the credit of the 
heavier-than-air 
machine. 
The di­ 
rigible has certain virtues of its own, 
however. In a fight with aeroplanes 
it would not stand much chance. It 
Is much bigger and hence an easier 
target,“not so easily maneuvered, ex­ 
cept that it can rise more quickly 
for a time, and 
quite 
defenceless 
against attack froth 
above. 
It is 
much more at the mercy of the wind 
than the aeroplane. But it has im­ 
mense^' more carrying capacity. It 
can be loaded with great weights of 
fuel and ammunition, in addition to 
large crews. Hence it has a greater 
cruising radius. The aeroplane stays 
in the air by virtue 
of its 
speed 
alone. Stop the engine and it must 
descend. The dirigible, on the con­ 


trary, floats by virtue of buoyancy, 
and hence can stay aloft for 
days. 
Moreover, it can by virtue of these 
qualities fly by night as w^ell as by 
day. Night flying is dangerous to the 
point of impracticability for an aero­ 
plane, because in case of emergency 
the pilot can not see 
where 
he la 
landing. 
Zeps G ood F or P eace 
In spite of these points, the aero­ 
plane has probably demonstrated its 
superiority to the dirigible as a w*ar 
machine. But the features in which 
the Zeppelin type excels 
are those 
which would be of great use in time 
of peace. Carrying capacity, the abil­ 
ity to make flights of long duration, 
and the ability to fly by night are 
all things to be desired in an air 
craft used in commerce, or for such 
a purpose as carrying the mails. In 
spite of the much greater coat of 
such a machine, it seems probable 
that we may look for developments 
In the use 
of the 
lighter-than-alr 
craft in this country in the future. 
Meanwhile, American effort is be­ 
ing bent in the other channel. It is 
the use of the aeroplane in which we 
are rapidly growing more proficient. 
Supporters of this type of craft look 
for further progress which will de­ 
velop a larger and much more pow­ 
erful aeroplanes, such as Europe has 
already begun to manufacture, thus 
combining the advantages of both 
types.

Combinations Being: Formed 
bv Groups of Friends and

ONDON, J u n e 17.— “ Pooling” 
homes is being resorted to 
by m any women whose h u s ­ 
bands have gone to the war 
front, as a means of living with some 
degree of comfort despite the general 
heavy reduction in incomes. 
More an d more of It is likely as 
fresh groups of 
m arried 
men are 
called to the colors. 
A sample instance the details of 
which have been 
published 
illus­ 
trates the system. 
The combination was effected by 
three sisters, all Londoners. 
Of the trio, two had two children 
each: the third, three. 
Their 
husbands' 
incomes 
had 
am ounted to about $50 weekly, each. 
Their war allowances were about 
$10 weekly to each of the 
m others 
with two children; a trifle more to 
the one with three. 
On* $10 weekly each, 
it w'as ob­ 
vious 
th at 
these 
three households, 
m aintained separately, 
would 
have 
to give up everything but the barest 
necessaries of life. 
Instead of doing this, they “ pool­ 
e d ” resources, moved into the coun­ 
try, where 
living 
is considerably 
cheaper than in London and are liv­ 
ing comfortably, though economical­ 
ly, the combined family being r a t h ­ 
er large, on their $30 weekly. 
Advocates of the “ pooling” sys­ 
tem suggest that, as vin this rase, 
combinations be formed by groups 
of relatives or old friends, for the 
purpose of reducing th e 
possibili­ 
ties of internal friction. 
It is agreed th a t the exercise of a 
good deal of tact and 
self-control 
are called for, in any 
event, 
but 
these have been developed lo a re­ 
m arkable extent in England by the 
war. 
In some groups, of which 
most 
consist of two or three families, the 
work has been systematically divid­ 
ed, one woman acting as nurse, a n ­ 
o ther caring for the 
housekeeping 
and a third, in a n um ber of cases, 
swelling the joint income by outside 
work. 
A good m any women with large 
houses, which they could not keep 
up alone in the bread w in n er’s ab ­ 
sence, are taking in the wives and 
children of other soldiers. 
The “ pool” 
affected in this wav 
preserves at least one establishment 
and saves several 
o th er 
families 
from the dreariness of cheap hotels 
or boarding houses. 
The experiment is proving so great 
an economy that some authorities on 
domestic science believe it will con­ 
tinue to a considerable extent, in a 
more or less modified form, even 
after the war.
